The request for agreement 
on an early date to start disar- 
mament talks again was made 
by U.S. disarmament policy 
Chief William C. Foster in 
New York a week ago to So- 
viet disarmament expert Sem- 
yon K. Tsarapkin. It was the 
latest to a number of U.S. ef- 
forts to reopen disarmament 
negotiations. Tsarapkin report- 
edly said he would have to 
refer the matter to Moscow.
